DETAILED ACTION 

The allowability of most of the claims has been withdrawn as presented by the 
rejections via new prior art below, therefore, this Office action is non-final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 67 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. Claim 67 recites the limitation "the aneurysm" in line 2. There 

is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The examiner suggests 

changing this to "an aneurysm" to correct this. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the Invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 51 and 53-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Laufer et al. (6,488,673). Laufer et al. disclose a method of strengthening tissue of a 
subject comprising the steps essentially as claimed as applied to target region is found 
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in the bronchi except for the limitation of claim 52 wherein X-ray irradiation is used (col. 
9, lines 44-52, col. 11, lines 8-38), col. 16, lines 30-53, col. 26, line 38-col. 27, line 3). 

Claims 61-66 and 68-71 and 73 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Laufer et al. (6,488,673). Laufer et al. disclose a method of applying heat 
to the inner wall of a vessel which inherently heats the outermost connective tissue of 
the vessel (adventitial area of the tissue) essentially as claimed except for irradiating the 
site of an aneurysm externally using an external light delivery source (claims 67 and 72 
and col. 9, lines 44-52, col. 11, lines 8-38), col. 16, lines 30-53, col. 26. line 38-col. 27, 
line 3). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 

forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 52 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Laufer et 

al. Although Laufer et al. fail to include X-rays in the list of sources of energy (col. 1 1 , 

lines 18-25) it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that X-rays with 

even higher energy photons than UV rays would be effective in heating tissue as 

required. 
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Claims 69, 72 and 73 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Setilles (5,871,522). Setilles discloses a method for treating tissue by irradiating a 
target region of tissue with UVC irradiation which is from an external light source ( the 
only steps in the method) and therefore, would with the proper time exposure either 
induce fibrosus or increase the adventitial layer in at least one layer of tissue (col. 7, line 
36-col. 8, line 44). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 67 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Danek et al. (6,41 1 ,952) disclose a similar method of treating 
tissue as disclosed above by Laufer et al.
